The important issue before the A m ­ 
erican oeople in this presidential earn* 
paign of l*9 d is the currency. 
Fvery- 
body wants to know what bimetallism 
was prior to 18 73, and what free coin­ 
age itt a ratio of lb to I was then as 
compared to free and unlimited coin­ 
age at a ratio of lb to 1 as advocated 
by the I ‘opuUntie element of the Demo­ 
cratic party. Bimetallism as practiced 
by this nation and the civilized nations 
of the earth prior to 1*75 was two met­ 
al dollars 
gold and nilver—circulating 
a> money on a parity, or equality, with 
each other as to value. 
Bimetallism 
with free coinage of both silver and 
gold always required th a t each dollar 
should contain a dollar's worth of met­ 
al, as estimated by the markets of the 
civilized world. 
Silver is said to be on 
a par with gold when the metal in 
each dollar will sell in any m arket in 
the world 
for an equal amount of j 
money- 
The true theory of bimetall- 
isin then was th a l each dollar must 
contain a dollar’s worth of metal. 
If 
the price of metal 
In either dollar 
fluctuated materially it always became | 
nec ‘ssary to call 
in the dollars in j 
circulation and coin them over; put­ 
ting in a dollar’s worth of metal, more 
oc less. 
France in her endeavor to 
keep silver on a parity with gold 
changed the unit of value 2.71 
times: 
and other nations had a similar ex -j 
pencnee. 
When the silver in the dol­ 
lar was worth more than a dollar, it 


w h s sold in the m arket and 
was no 
more in circulation; gold was then the 
metalic money. 
They then had gold 
monometallism. 
When the metal in 
the silver dollar was worth less than a 
dollar, it. was always in circulation 
and gold w ent, out of use as money. 
Then they had silver monometallism: 
and th at is the kind of metallism we 
.« diull have if Bryan is elected 
pre-d- 
dent: silver mononietulli-m instead of 
bimetallism. 
The fact is bimetallism 
is not practical 
The-silver dollar or 
the gold dollar is almost always out of 
circulation on account of lluct uation in 
price of the bullion it contains. 
T h at 
was what caused the civilized nations 
to abandon it and adopt a gold stand­ 
ard- 
If you have two dollars in your 
pocket and the metal in one is worth 
more than in tbe other, you will spend 
the cheaper and hoard the other, be­ 
cause you can sell it in tbe markets of 
the world for more money. 
During 
the eighty years that this nation ex ­ 
perimented wit h bimetallism t here was 
not a period of ten years in all 
that 
time th a t gold and silver circulated 
• freely together. 
When we gained our independence | 
of Fngland one of the first things done 
was to establish, by law. a measure of 
values. 
The measure hitherto used 
in 
Fngland 
and 
this country was 
pounds, shillings and pence. 
But that. I 
was too cumbersome a measure for 
Yankee ingenuity, and they adopted I 
in its stead the well-known measure of 
: dollars, dimes, cents and mills, tigur- j 
lug in the ratio of ten. 
The dollar 
I was made the unit of value years be 
-1 
fore wo had a gold or silver dollar, j 
Dollars, dimes, cents; 
dollars, tens, 
hundreds. 
The dollar, so far as this 
nation was concerned was an intan 
ij gible, ideal thing. 
It ex isted in ini-i 
| aginat ion: anil yet it 
was so well un­ 
derstood through our business rela-j 
tionswith Spain and France, whose j 
domain formed a part of w hat is now 
tbe 1’nited States, that oil** merchants 
commenced at once to keep their ac­ 
cent ts in dollars and cents. 
Thi- was 
in 17-7. In 1792 a mint wi- ostabUshed 
and the question arose ¡is to how trnieh 
met ah gold and silver, should constitute 
t he dollar or unite; \aUie. 
After much 
consultation and deliberation on the 
pa rt of 11 ami 1 ton and Jefferson who were 
the considered by Congress authority 
on all matters pertaining to the mint, 
it was decided that 21. , grains of pure 
gold should constitute the gold dollar, 
and th at 371.1 grains of pure silver 
should 
be 
put 
into 
the 
silver 
dollar. 
That amount of pure* goal and 
that amount of pure silver was sup­ 
posed In them to be a dollar - worth in 
an} market in the world at that time. 
These dollars w hen 
coined w ith the 
proper amount of alley to give them 
hardness would stand thus: 21.1 \ 17 
371.1 pure or 27 1 l-lax 1,7 
ll1’. standard. 
Hence, you see that silver was put on 
i p.tritv with gold at a ratio of 17 to 1.

uollars: and for a period of more than 
thirty years commencing at 1*0.7 not a 
silver dollar was coined. 
The Only sil­ 
ver coined was subsidiary coin for 
making change. 
But the free and un­ 
interrupted coinage of gold was con­ 
tinued always. 
President 
Jefferson 
took the responsibility of establishing 
a gold standard; the same kind of gold 
standard th a t ex ists in Fngland today; 
and-< ’ongross had-so much confidence in j 
the wisdom of hi- act th at they did not 
disturb it until years after his death. 
It was not until 
l*ld, however, that 
Fngland adopted Mr. Jefferson’s kind 
of Gold Monometallism, but they have 
continued it ever since. 
In 18 31 Con­ 
gress reduced the standard gold dollar 
to 2.7.8 grains: and in 18 37 an attem pt 
was made to restore bimetallism again. 
A lawr wa-> pa--ed in th at year reduc­ 
ing the standard silver dollar to 412- 
grain- instead of 1 IB: and the mint was 
ordered to commence coining the 10 to , 
1 dollar th a t we have heard so much ; 
abot: 27.8 x 10 
II2C 
Only $1,000 were 
coined however, until 1*39. 
As soon 
;is these dollars left the mint they were 
bought up for mechanical ^purposes at 
:i premium over their face value, and 
even the subsidiary coin began to dis­ 
appear. 
The silver dollar was rarely 
used after 18 10. 
I Vofessor Simon 
N e w ­ 
comb wrote, in 18 79: 
“ It is probably 
siifr to assert that one-half the citizens 
of our country born since 
1*40 have 
never-een a silver dollar.” 
In 1*49 
Congress ordered the coinage of the 
first gold dollars, and over eighteen mil­ 
lions wcre-coined prior tol *73.T he small 
est gold coin prior to 1*19 was a $2.70 
piece. 
In 18 53 nearly all of 'th e sub­ 
sidiary coin had disappeared, and m er­ 
chants were obliged to issue bills rep­ 
resenting these small coins payable in 
goods, or gold coin when presented in 
sums of $3.00 or $7.00. 
To remedy this 
stringency in the subsidiary money 
m arket Congress ordered th a t the sil­ 
ver in the subsidiary coins be reduced 
7 per cent, and th a t th oya b e deprived 
of free coinage arid of legal tender 
functions in sums over $7 ()o. 
This law 
went into effect June 1st, 1*73,and from 
that date to 1*01, when Congress sus­ 
pended -pceie payment, subsidiary coin 
for making change was plenty, but' 
silver dollars were seldom seen. 
The 
secretary’s report 
-how s 
t h a t seven 
million out of the eight million silver 
dollars coined prior to 1*73 were coined 
since the law of 1*37. which establish­ 
ed the ratio at Id to 1. 
While they en­ 
joyed free and unlimitodeeoinage 
and 
w ere legal tender in any carnount for 
all debts, yet these dollars did not cir­ 
culate as money, simply because they 
bore a little premium over the standard 
gold dollar. We were bimetallists in the. 
oi y, but gold monometallists in 
prac­ 
tice. 
Including the year 1*73 this n a ­ 
tion had coined up to that date about 
eight 
hundred million of dollars of 
gold of the following denominations: 
$1.09 , l $2:50, $3.00, $5.00, $10.00 and 
$20.00. 
For many years prior to 1*73 j 
silver was worth a premium of from 1 
to 0 per cent over gold, bat in 1*73 
it 
had 
fallen 
to 
less than 1 
per 
cent., so that 10 to 1 
was then 
very 
near a ratio of true m arket value. Sil- | 
ver was then worth $1.30 per ounce. 
It is worth 07 cents per ounce now, and 
it has been u> low as .72 cents. 
If this 
nation should return to bimetallism as 
it ex isted prior to 1*73, they would be; 
obliged to put the ratio ¡it 30 to 1, be- ! 
cause th a t would be the ratio of true j 
value. 
The guiding star of bimetal- , 
lism was to keep the dollars on a par 
with each other at a ratio of the true 
intrinsic market value, because, as I 
have endeavored to show, a small fluc­ 
tuation in the price of tin* bullion con­ 
tained in either dollar is likely to 
throw one or the other out of circula- j 
Don as money.

No n am e is mo re familiar to the 
miner west, and few mo re so to the c a p ­ 
italist, th an that o f Diamo nd Jo « * R ey ­ 
no lds. All so rts o f sto ries have been c i r ­ 
cu lated abo u t hi« life, ho w h** go t his 
name, and when and where h<* died. 
So me are tru e, o thers fictio n. 
We were 
. all gathered abo u t tlie bo ard o f a m in e r s ’ 
table at Cripple Creek, Co lo ., w hen th** 
fo llo wing narratives were to ld by Dr. 
Sydney R. Bartlett, the mine exp« rt, 
who hu d been a ro o mmate ar H a rva rd 
o f Blake Reyno lds, the o nly so n o f the 
famo u s Jo e. 
The do cto r w*as also ¡in expert in the 
emplo y o f Reyno lds and played an i m ­ 
po rtant an d grewso rne part ¡it the tim e 
o f tin* o ld m a n ’s death. Co lo rado minee 
and o res wo re discussed, and then the 
co nversatio n tu rned 011 Arizo na, w h e n 
tho Co ngress mine was spo ken o f, and, 
with it, its fo rmer o wner, Diamo nd Jo e. 
“ Ho was the sharpest m an o n a bargain, 
and w ith a l the mo st genero u s man, I ’ve 
ever kn o w n , ” said the do cto r. “ Ho was 
lam« — hip disease, w h ich was bro u ght 
o n w hen he was a bo y. 
It illu strated 
the stu ff he was m ade o f. 
He h a d a 
jaekknife, and in drin kin g at an a i r ­ 
ho le in the ice it slipped thro u gh. R e y n ­ 
o lds w en t to his ho use, go t an ax and 
cho pped a ho lt* in tin* ice large eno u gh 
to a dm it his ho tly and dived in, secu red 
his knife, and c au g h t a co ld resu lting 
in a disease which lam ed him fo r life. 
He to ld m e , ” 
co u tinu ed the do cto r, 
“ that In* started at 18 years o f age w ith 
$ 25, w ith which lie bo u ght a $ 45 h« *if- 
er, leaving h im $ 20 in debt, and fro m 
that tim e u p to his dying day he had 
never been o u t o f debt, despite the fact 
th a t he 1« ft $ 7,000,000. 
“ The tru e sto ry o f his getting the 
nam e o f Diamo nd Jo e w as in this wise: 
Jo e Davidso n o wned a n u m ber o f s te a m ­ 
ers plying o n 
the u pper Mississippi, 
while Jo e Reyno lds o wned bo ats r u n ­ 
ning so u th o n the river to New Orleans. 
Bo th 
lines 
were kno w n 
as the Jo e 
steamers, and all bales and go o ds were 
marked via Jo e lint*. 
The co nfo u nding 
o f tin* tw o resu lted in Reyno lds dra w in g 
a diamo nd aro u nd the Jo e o n ¡ill go o ds 
shipped, and thereafter lit* wits Diamo nd 
Jo e, and in no way did the appt llatio n 
co me fro m tho fact th a t In* had a fo n d­ 
ness fo r w earing the precio u s sto ne. 
“ As a plu nger tin* o ld man has had 
few equals. One o f the greatest was the 
Del Pasco mine in Arizo na, but its t u r n ­ 
ing o ut badly o nly strengthened his de­ 
terminatio n to secure a wo rld beater, 
and it was abo u t this time lie set his 
heart o n the Co ngress mine, which even 
to day is o ne o f A riz o n a ’s greatest pro ­ 
ducers. H e paid $ 39 ,000 fo r the pro per­ 
ty, and it was (55 miles fro m Presco tt 
and any railro ad. 
It w as here the o ld 
m an died. 
1 went o u t to make an ex­ 
aminatio n 
o f 
tho 
o ld 
pro perty 
fo r 
Reyno lds and handled assays and the 
requi. it itii departm ent o f tin* place, an d 
they were lively days o u t there. 
Tin* 
sto ry o f Reyno lds’ death has no t been 
repeated co rrectly, so I ’ll tell yo u the. 
facts. 
“ It was in Febru ary, 1890, and the 
rains were o n. 
Ou tside o f the mill we 
hud a little shanty, a bunkho u se, and 
hero we all slept. 
Never shall I fo rget 
th at F« bru ary night, lie had been c o m ­ 
plaining fo r several days, tho u gh lie 
was u p and abo u t tho mine and m ill 
each day. 
“ One afterno o n he was taken do wn 
su ddenly, and I u ndressed him and p u t 
him to bed in o ne o f m y o wn n i g h t ­ 
go wns. T o w ard evening lie grew wo rse, 
and the sto rm o utside was fearful. A bo u t 
0 o ’clo ck I knew lie was dying. 
His 
desperate effo rts to breathe were f r i g h t­ 
ful. 
His head was o n my sho ulder. 
Then it was the tho u ght struck me o f 
getting his bo dy to Presco tt, fo r we h a d 
no ice, and it was a m ig h ty bad ro ad,
